be held responsible for any further 
delay. 
He did not set any time limit within 
which Germany must comply with 
the terms, however, as reported in des­ 
patches from Berlin.

ritory have displayed merely sullen

The workmen’s and soldiers’ conn- 1 
cli of Treves has issued a proclama-i 
tion warning the people not to over- j 
charge the American soldiers making ' 
purchases. 
The Treves newspapers I 
briefly described the American entry, 
offering no editorial comment on it. 
General Harry Smith, who is in 
charge of administration of civil af­ 
fairs at Treves, held a series of con- j 
ferences with the burgeomaster to­ 
day regarding billets, and as a result 
several hotels and the federal build­ 
ing have been taken over by the 
Americans. 
General Pershing’s head­ 
quarters w ill be established in one of 
the largest hotels. 
American soldiers 
in Treves are 
ignoring the people to a large extent, 
keeping closely to themselves. 
Near Treves a party of German of­ 
ficers is waiting to turn over 121 Ger­ 
man airplanes under the stipulations 
of the armistice. 
The planes include 
many speedy fighting machines. They 
are valued at $1,500,000. 
During their march through Treves 
and Bitburg the doughboys whistled 
and sang merrily.

WASHINGTON, cc. 4.—Retirement 
of .Liberty bonde by the treasury has 
begun. 
This was revealed today in 
the annual report of the treasury de­ 
partment for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1918. 
'A total of $250,000,000 of the first, 
second and third bond issues had been 
bought back bv the treasury on No­ 
vember I. 
This does not represent 
quite five per cent of each issue, which 
under the Liberty loan act the treas­ 
ury is permitted to buy back each 
year. 
It was indicated that after tills year 
a full five per cent of each issue will 
be retired. 
This will eliminate the 
piling up of a great sinking fund, re­ 
duce the interest payments annually 
and permit of retirement of all bonds 
on their maturity date, twenty years 
hence. 
Secretary McAdoo estimates that in 
j the fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, 
I public debt redemptions will aggregate 
j $695,000,000. 
The grand total of ex- 
! penditures for the year is estimated at 
I $27,718,128,000, which is approximately 
$7,000,000,000 more than the estimated 
total receipts. 
The recent treasury 
announcement, of a fifth war loan, 
therefore, was accepted to mean that 
the next loan, scheduled for early in 
April, 1919, would be for $5,000,000,000. 
This belief was based on calculations 
of further reduction in expenditures, 
officials said. 
In the report the secretary strongly 
urges a continuation of the w ar sav­ 
ings campaign as a peace time measure 
of thrift. 
He estimates that the 1919 
series of savings stamps should bring 
into the government more than $1,250,- 
000,000, or 35 per cent more than dur­ 
ing the last year. 
Discovery and development of a pro­ 
cess for producing glycerine synthet­ 
ically by fermentation of sugar is dis­ 
closed bv the report. 
The discovery 
was made by chemists attached to the 
bureau of internal revenue and af­ 
forded the assurance that during the 
latter part of the war there would not 
be a shortage of glycerine supply for 
munitions manufacture. 
The financial transformation from 
peace to war was accomplished, Mc­ 
Adoo 
declared, 
“without 
shock 
or 
financial disturbance of any kind. The 
credit and business structure of the 
nation remains sound and strong.” 
In this connection the report points 
out that it must "not be regarded that 
amounts expended 
during 1917 and 
1918 have been permanently absorbed. 
A large per cent represents productive 
investment. 
It will require several 
months to give an accurate estimate 
I of capital outlays, 
s a lv a g e 
and ex- 
j penditures of a permanent character 
j during the war.” 
As to future expenditures the report 
•fssay there is no hint of immediate 
•thninution in the cash outgo from the 
treasury. The prediction is made that 
the present high monthly disburse­ 
ments likely will continue vuntil the 
middle of 1919 at least. 
One of the factors which tend to 
make uncertain the treasury require­ 
ments for the next year, the report 
outlines, is the possible demand for 
loans by our European associates in 
the war.

would take a 
certain .supply

would insure the prices far in ad­ 
vance of the present ones. 
Many growers say they were 
as­ 
sured prices would he paid around IO 
cents or more a pound. 
At present 
there is no demand for most kinds. 
The question of price does not enter 
into the problem. 
Some growers with large supplies 
of beans on hand became panicky and 
dumped consignments at a very low 
figure, so low, in fact, they 
are 
not 
making the price public. The acreage 
was a record-breaker. 
Los Angeles county, 
for 
example, 
this season had nearly 77,000 acres in 
beans, which are pretty 
nearly 
all, 
harvested at this time. 
Of this acre­ 
age, the San Fernando valley had a 
fair slice. 
Late estimates 
show 
a 
yield of So,OOO,OOO pounds 
for 
this 
district. 
The yield averaged ten to 
twelve sacks to the acre, or 250,000 
sacks for the section. Where Hender­ 
son or bush beans are selling for 311 
to ll2 a sack, there is no marked for 
teparys. Growing beans call for some 
capital. 
\ 
W. J. Petit of Van Nuys had 1000 
acres. 
For sacks he pkid out $5000 
and for threshing $10,000. Such Items 
as these call for spot cash—the grow­ 
er can wait for his money after 
he 
gets his crop into the warehouse— 
and then take chances on the market. 
Just now there Is no market. 
Two 
years ago white beans climbed from 
$5 a sack to $15. The crop was short 
and stocks were held by a few opera­ 
tors who plunged and won. 
A. G. Martin 
yesterday 
said 
the 
market might brighten up if the govern­ 
ment would lift the ban on prices and 
profits. 
“You can’t get a broker or specula­ 
tor to invest with the restrictions of 
7 per cent profit, when the risks are 
as great as now. 
Despite the claims 
made by some bean grow’ers, I person­ 
ally know the Government made no 
promises of prices to stabilize 
the 
market. It’s a question of supply and 
demand, and at war-time prices, the 
supply is greater than the demand.”

j by the city council.

| in adjourned session yesterday after- 
I noon at 3 o’clock for the purpose of 
; hearing the final report on the struc- 
Jture and acting on it.

The final cost of the structure as 
submitted by Contractor McNeill is 
J $47,479, or only $666.15 more than the 
I cost as estimated by the contractor in 
submitting his bid. 
As Engineer Fla- 
| herty has failed to provide the board 
with drawings amending the original 
draft, it was impossible to check 
against the figures of the contractor, 
and the matter was continued until 
such time as the needed data is pro­ 
vided. It probably will be two weeks 
before the final acceptance can be 
made. 
City Clerk Vegely was instructed to 
communicate with Engineer Flaherty 
and ask him to supply the board with 
plans, specifications and details of the 
bridge in its completed form. 
In ad­ 
dition to the fact that they are needed 
for checking purposes, they will be of 
value in the future should occasion 
demand some repairs or changes in 
the structure by reason of wear or 
element damages. 
Where the engineer estimated 779 
cubic 
yards of Class 
B 
if'ork, it 
amounted to 1347 yards. 
The exca­ 
vation cost was estimated at $4455 
and cost $6821, or $2366 more than 
the estimate. Some of the extra yard­ 
age in Class B work was occasioned 
by substitution for cement piles pro­ 
vided for in the original plans. It was 
found that these would not be neces­ 
sary and they were eliminated, saving 
about $5000. 
Saving was made here 
and there and other work substituted 
that w as'considered to advantage of 
the bridge. 
The members of the council are well 
pleased with the fine, finished appear­ 
ance of the bridge, and nothing stands 
in the way of its acceptance except 
the final comparison of the contract­ 
or’s figures with the plans. 
The Pacific Electric Company will 
pay $7000 toward the cost of the 
bridge, which will make the cost to 
the city $40,479. 
Bonds were sub­ 
mitted and voted for $38,000. 
The situation on the Flower street 
bridge was discussed. 
The trustees 
feel that they should have been con­ 
sulted when it was found that extra 
work was necessary to make the struc 
tore one of permanence. 
Much of the 
extra cost was due to the fact that it 
was necessary to sink the supports 
deeper than was figured ort in original 
estimates, and had the condition been 
referred to the council it, in all proba­ 
bility, would have given the contract­ 
ors instruction lo go to the deeper 
depth in order to have footings rest 
on solid foundations.

CHINA AWAKENING 


One of the countries in which tile 
world is going to be most interested, 
when it has time, is China. 
While the rest of the world his 
been largely engaged in the conduct 
of the great war, China has been in 
the throes of revolution and civil war 
herself. She has swept from monarchy 
to republic. The north has fought tile 
south. Faction has warred on faction. 
Just now she is at peace, all her va i- 
ous parts being at least temporarily 
in harmony. 
The change in governmental foim 
la China is most significant of the 
progress of tho world: for that secret, 
old, mysterious country invented kings 
and aristocracy, and has remained 
hide-bound and conservative beyond 
any nation in the world. 
• China was asleep, stupid with opium 
and old age. 
But now the voice of 
youth is heard in the land; railroads 
ar® to be pushed into territory never 
before desecrated by the foot of mod­ 
ernity; mines are to be developed and 


This implies a lim itation of national 
armaments and the establishm ent of 
an international army and navy strong 
enough to tope with any situation that 
may arise. 
Clearly enough, it w ill not work if 
any natiou is allowed to maintain a 
great army. Every nation, under such 
a plan, will have to limit its army to 
the minimum strength needed for do­ 
mestic order. National armies would 
then be comparable to our state militia 
in ordinary times. 
Neither will it work if any nation 
is allowed to maintain a great navy. A 
League of Nations could tolerate no 
competition with its own world-police 
fleet. 
We cannot, have “navalism” any 
more than "militarism.” 
This brings us back to a question 
much discussed early in the present 
war, when the Germans insisted that 
they had as good a right to the strong­ 
est army in the world as Great Britain 
had to the strongest navy. 
The Ger­ 
mans, of course, were not honest about 
the matter. 
They ignored the fact 
that for a century Great Britain had 
not abused 
her 
naval 
supremacy, 
whereas Germany had made the most 
indefensible use of her military su­ 
premacy. But in theory, one holds as 
great a menace for the world’s peace 
as the other. And despite Great Brit­ 
ain’s honorable record and present in­ 
tentions, it is conceivable that her 
naval power at some future time might 
be abused. 
Other nations asketl to 
enter the proposed federation cannot 
overlook that fact. 
It appears, then, that Britain holds 
the key to the success of this great 
enterprise. 
She can make a strong 
peace federation possible and prac­ 
ticable by consenting to reduce her 
own armament, voluntarily relinquish­ 
ing her naval supremacy in favor of 
the federation. 
By refusing, she can 
prevent the formation of any effective 
league and thus disappoint the hopes 
of mankind. 
What will she do about it?

Says Americans Fought to 
Smash Germany, Not For 
Fourteen Points 


NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—Asserting that 
the United States had not done nearly 
as much as the British navy and the 
British. French and Italian armies to 
bring about the downfall of Germany, 
Theodor© Roosevelt declared 
in 
a 
statement here last night that it is 
“our business to stan<J by our allies 
at the peace conference.” 
He declared it “sheer nonsense” to 
fay the American army was fighting 
for President Wilson’s famous “four­ 
teen points.” 
He made the assertion 
that “there was not one American 
soldier in every thousand who ever 
Heard of them.” 
‘T he British empire imperatively 
needs the greatest navy in the world, 
and this we should instantly concede,” 
said the colonel. 
“Our need for a 
great navy comes next to hers, and 
we should have the second navy in 
the world. 
Similarly France needs 
greater military strength than we do, 
but we should have all our young 
men {.rained to arms on the general 
lines of the Swiss system. 
“The ‘freedom of the seas’ is a 


Declaring that “President Wilson 
has not given the slightest explana­ 
tion of what his views are, or why 
he is ' going abroad,” the colonel 
asserted “he is himself responsible 
for any division among the Amer­ 
ican people as regards the peace con­ 
ference at this time.”

never 
permitted 
the 
American people to pass on his peace 
proposals, nor has he ever made those 
proposals clear and straightforward. 
As for the fourteen points, so far as 
the American people have expressed 
any opinion upon them, it was on No­ 
vember 5 when they rejected them,” 
he continued, adding that “the Amer­ 
ican army was fighting to smash Ger­ 
many” 
and 
“the American people 
wanted Germany smashed.” 
Fourteen Points Vague-* 
“The Allies have never accepted the 
fourteen points,” he continued; “the 
United 
States has never accepted 
them. 
Germany and Austria enthus­ 
iastically accepted them. Here certain 
individuals, including President Wil­ 
son, Mr. Hearst, Mr. Viereck and, as 
I understand it, a number of pro- 
Germans and pacifists and interna­ 
tional socialists, have accepted them, 
but neither the American people nor 
the American congress has accepted
